Criticism of the Press 


There are tw o perennial criticism s di­ 
rected against newspapers. One is that they 
publish too much ai out crim e and vice. The 
other is that they arc undependable aft re­ 
gards facts. 
Both o f these charges were dis­ 
cussed at the recent m eeting of the American 
Society o f Newspaper Editors in W ashing­ 
ton. 
Suppression of unpleasant news, it was 
m aintained by Herbert Bayard Swope, of 
the New York World, is unsound because 
journalism is “life reflected In ink,” and to 
make a true likeness ii “must partake of the 
ugliness as well as tin beauty.” 
For the in­ 
dividual or the group, he declared, “expres­ 
sion can never la* so bad a suppression.” 
There must have boon a sim ilar view in 
the mind of Thomas Jefferson, third presi­ 
dent of the United States, when he d e c la r e d 
that if there hail to la* a government w ithout 
a free press or a free press without govern­ 
m ent, of tile two alternatives he would un­ 
hesitatingly choose the latter. 
As for inaccuracy and allied faults, C. IT. 
Dennis, of the Chicago Daily New.-., told the 
convention: “When you login to inquire as 
to who are tin gentlemen win 
attack the 
newspapers, you are surprise'll to find how 
little they know al out nevvppajs i s. 
They sit 
in a coiner, perhaps, and dream about what 
newspapers are, but they lu n e very little 
real inform ation, and I think it is a very 
wholesom e thing to call these gentlem en to 
account.” 
Here is a method of calling such critics to 
account, suggested by an editor who has 
often tried it. 
Take the critic who insists 
that the newspapers are always full of errors 
and m isrepresentations, and invite him to sit 
down with you and check up any representa­ 
tive daily paper. 
Ask him to run through it 
column by column, item by item , line by line, 
figure by figure, and indicate anything that 
he knows is wrong, or anything he questions, 
and then check up again lab r on when there 
has been opportunity to ol lain authentic 
verification or denial o f the facts a.- given. 
Never in the experience of the editor pro­ 
posing this test has he had it accepted. Th*' 
critic always dodges. 
lf he accepted, it is 
the editor’s guess that any reputable news­ 
paper would show an average of about pp 
per cent accuracy.

Criticism of the Press 


Then 
are two perennial criticisms di­ 
rected against newspapers. One is that they 
publish too much al out crime and vice. The 
other is that they arc Undependable aA re­ 
gards facts. Both of these charges wore dis­ 
cussed at the recent meeting of tho American 
Society of Newspaper Editors in W ashing­ 
ton. 
Suppression of unpleasant news, it was 
maintained by Herbert Bayard Swope, of 
the New York World, is unsound because 
journalism i 
“life reflected " r n ink,” and to 
make a true likeness it “must partake of the 
ugliness as well as tie beauty.” 
For the in­ 
dividual or th e'group, he declared, “expres­ 
sion can never be so bad a s suppression.” 
There must have been a similar view in 
the mind of Thomas Jefferson, third presi­ 
dent of the United States, when he declared 
that if there had to be a government without 
a free press or a free press without govern­ 
ment, of the two alternatives he would un­ 
hesitatingly choose the latter. 
As for inaccuracy and allied faults, C. II. 
Dennis, of the Chicago Daily News, told the 
Convention: “When you begin to inquire as 
to who aru lh* gentlemen who attack the 
newspapers, you are surprised to find how 
little they know ai out newspapers. They sit 
in a corner, perhaps, and dream about what 
newspapers are, but they have very little 
real information, and I think it is a very 
wholesome thing to call these gentlemen to 
account.’* 
Here is a method of calling such critics to 
account, suggested by an editor who has 
often tried it. 
Take the critic who insists 
that the newspapers are always full of errors 
and misrepresentations, and invite him to sit 
down with you and check up any representa­ 
tive daily paper. Ask him to run through it 
column by column, item by item, line by line, 
figure by figure, and indicate anything that 
he knows is wrong, or anything he questions, 
and then check up again later on when there 
has been opportunity to ol lain authentic 
verification or denial of the facts as given. 
Never in the experience of the editor pro­ 
posing this test has he had it accepted. The 
critic always dodges. 
If he accepted, it is 
the editor’s guess that any reputable news­ 
paper would show an average of about 99 
per cent accuracy.

Criticism of the Press 


There are two perennial criticisms di­ 
rected against newspapers. One is that they 
publish too much a1 out crime and vice. The 
other is that they are undependable aft re- 
* garda facts. Both of these charges were dis­ 
cussed at the recent meet ing of the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors in Washing­ 
ton. 
Suppression of unpleasant news, it was 
maintained by Herbert Bayard Swope, of 
the New York World, is unsound because 
journalism is “life reflected In ink,” and to 
make a true likeness it “must partake of the 
ugliness as well as t i n beauty.” 
For the in­ 
dividual or the group, he declared, “expres­ 
sion can never be so bad as suppression.” 
There must have been a similar view in 
the mind of Thomas Jefferson, third presi­ 
dent of the United States, when he declared 
that if there had to he a government without 
a free press, or a free press without govern­ 
ment, of the two alternatives he would un­ 
hesitatingly choose the latter. 
As for inaccuracy and allied fault -, Ck ll. 
Dennis, of the Chicago Daily News, told the* 
convention: “When y o n l o g i n t o inquire as 
to who are tin 
g e n t i l men w in 
attack the 
newspapers, you are surprised to find how 
little they know al out newspapers. They sit 
in a corner, perhaps, and dream about what 
newspapers are, but they 
h a v e very little 
real information, and I think it is a very 
wholesome thing to call these gentlemen to 
account.” 
Here is a method of calling such critics to 
account, suggested by an editor who has 
often tried it. 
Take tile critic who insists 
th at the newspapers are always full of errors 
and misrepresentations, and invite him to sit 
down with you and check up any representa­ 
tive daily parer. Ask him to run through it 
column by column, item by item, line by line, 
figure by figirte, and indicate anything that 
he knows is w rong, or anything he questions, 
and then check up again later on when there 
has been opportunity to ol tain authentic 
verification or denial of the facts as given. 
Never in the experience of the editor pro­ 
posing this test has he had it accepted. The 
critic always dodges. 
lf he accepted, it is 
the editor’s guess that any reputable news­ 
paper would show an average of about pp 
per cent accuracy.
